Architects get more room 
out of the allotted space; the plans u work out," there is room for stairs; the second story fits over the first story; furniture space 
and closets are provided; you know beforehand how the house will look; you are protected in case of disagreements; building laws 
are followed; windows and doors are placed so as to give a good exterior appearance. 



STOCK PLANS 

By using stock plans the builder in the small town may have a home in 
as good taste as his city brother. This is my 7th large plan book. The books 
have given prospective home builders photos and plans in such a way that 
they could select a design. The houses shown are not copies of other Archi- 
tect's work, I have personally designed each house. To enable me to present 
a wide variety of ideas I have visited numerous cities from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, always with my kodak and sketch pad along; I have bought every 
magazine and plan book I could hear of, therefore I feel that I am able to 
give you an interesting selection of ideal home designs for the present day. 
Being a woman I feel that I know the little things that should go in it to make 
living in the house a pleasure to the entire family. On the plans the room sizes 
indicate inside measurements. In this book I have also shown the area of each 
house; this will be of service in comparing the sizes of the houses. Also, I have 
had the floor plans reduced in the same proportion so, even at a glance, you 
can sometimes tell which design will be the most economical. The price I ask 
for these stock plans is far below their value if I sold but one copy, but by 
selling many of each design, you get a plan drawn with all the care of a special 
design at a greatly reduced price. 

REVERSE PLANS 

This means that all rooms, porches, etc., shown on the left will be on the 
right; and all on the right will be on the left; everything is reversed. Plans 
are redrawn so that the lettering reads correctly. Note that plans can be re- 
versed when looking over designs. Sometimes the reversed plan will be "just 
the one" when the plan as shown would not do at all. 



CONSTRUCTION COSTS 
In a book that is to be given distribution through a wide territory it is 
impossible to give any information regarding the cost of building. I have 
given the area of each house. Get your contractor to give you the local cost per 
square foot for such a house as you desire, and in that way you can get a fair 
estimate of the cost. The only accurate way is to get the working plans and 
have your contractor make a bid. If the cost runs too high the plan will be 
exchanged within two weeks of date order was shipped for one that will 
cost less. 

SPECIAL PLANS 

Sometimes slight changes are desired. If you have a good contractor the 
changes may be marked on the blueprint and you can use the stock plan. 
However, if the changes wanted are extensive, complicated or you want some- 
thing entirely different it will be necessary to have new plans drawn. 

I take special pride in my new plans, draw every line myself, therefore I 
can take orders for only a limited number of such plans. My idea is, not how 
many can I furnish, but how good I can make those that I do furnish. As to the 
cost of new plans, specifications and lists the price is usually four times the 
cost of a stock plan of similar size and construction. You are furnished with 
three copies of everything. For special plans pencil sketches are sent you for 
your criticism and correction, the final plans are not completed until sketches 
meet your approval. 

PAYMENT 

Money order or personal check should accompany all orders for ready 
drawn plans. No plans will be sent with bill for same. If so ordered, plans will 
be sent by express C. 0. D. with privilege of examination. If check does not 
accompany order plans will be sent parcel post C. 0. D.

The brick veneer walls, painted white, are relieved by 
the iron railing and the dark shutters. Height is given the house by carrying 
the front wall above the ceiling line. The simple roof is relieved by the triple 
dormers. The floor plan is well laid out. The three first floor bedrooms have 
cross ventilation and have direct connection with one of the two baths. The 
plans call for two bedrooms, bath and trunk room on the second floor. The 
basement has a warm air heating plant, toilet and laundry space. 
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The unusual front chimney, design of the roof and the grouping of the porch 
columns give a most pleasing appearance to the exterior of this house. Where 
the lot is narrow room for a drive may be obtained by placing the porch at 
the front. The main and gable walls are of frame construction covered with 
asbestos shingles while the roof of blue-black asphalt shingles gives a sharp 
contrast. The floor arrangement is of the front dining room type, this gives 
privacy to the bedrooms. The arrangement of the long narrow kitchen is such 
that a good breakfast space is obtained. Stairs give access to the large storage 
attic. In the basement will be found a warm air heating plant with blower, 
toilet and laundry space.

This two-story Colonial home is quite inexpensive to build yet it has every- 
thing necessary to make it attractive and convenient. The fluted pilasters 
at the entrance, overhang at the second floor level, and trellis work at porch 
columns add to the character of the house. The first story walls are brick 
veneered, while on the second story they are covered with wood shingles. 
Sharp contrasts are obtained by the white walls, green shutters and black 
asphalt slate roof. There are many desirable features; coat closet in entry 
hall, lavatory on first floor, table space in the kitchen, and cross ventilation 
for every room. The living room fireplace is flanked by open book shelves. 
The basement has space for storage, warm air heating plant, toilet and laun- 
dry.

Sometimes it is advantageous to have the garage within the body of the house, 
entrance being from the front. If the rear garden is landscaped to one's 
liking, the placing of the living porch to get this view is desirable.

The entry 
with its coat closet is a convenient arrangement. The end wall of the living 
room is made attractive by open book shelves at each side of the Colonial 
mantel.

The front projection is of 
vertical boards, other front walls brick veneer, and side and rear walls of 
horizontal boards. Dark green shutters and a black roof give sharp contrasts. 
Note that the compact arrangement of rooms makes for economy of con- 
struction. It is seldom that a six-room house, having an entrance hall, is 
found covering such a small floor area. All bedrooms have cross ventilation. 
The placing of the living porch to the rear will be appreciated especially as it 
is close enough to the kitchen to be used for dining. There is space in the 
attic for two rooms, these to be completed as needed. The warm air heating 
plant is located in the basement.
